The esti- 
‘mated paid attendance Saturday was 
85,000. I understand that the meet 
at Detroit last year brought in only 
‘about $30,000 to $49,000 gate re- 
ceipts.

They 
are willing to let the Government go on only 
as long as it does not attempt to make them 
pay their share of the national debt. 

“You must not think that these people have 
been among the victims of the depreciation 
of the mark. By selling their goods abroad 
for foreign money, which they keep in foreign 
banks, and paying their labor in marks, which 
are worthiess, they have indulged themselves 
a form of profiteering beyond anything else 
of that sort in the world.

We 
saw “The Two Orphans,” and when the revo- 
lution started in the streets of Paris the audi- 
ence began to sift out. The people of Berlin 
have had all the fighting they care about. 
Between the war itself and the revolution, 
with its frequent street battles ang its periods 
of terror, they have had their fill of such 
things. 

“It is too bad that some of our own peo- 
ple, who want war all the time and think 
in terms of tumult and mob violence, cannot 
come over here and see what it means to be 
fed up on that sort of thing,” Mr, Antwine 
said.
